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Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is drawn to a current driver integrated on a semiconductor 
chip utilizing first - third current distribution MISFETs, first - second current input 
MISFETs, a plurality of current supply sections, a first current output terminal, first - 
second current input terminals, an additional current distribution MISFET, first - sixth 
cascade MISFETs, first - second gate bias lines recited in claims 1-6, 9-10, 12, 25-41. 
None of the prior art disclosed or suggested to show the particular structure and/or the 
particular operation recited in these claims namely: "the second current input 
MISFET" and "the second - third current distribution MISFETs" in combination with 
"the first current distribution MISFET", "the first current input MISFET" and "the plurality 
of current supply sections" as recited in claims 1 and 25; "the second current input 
MISFET" and "the first - second current distribution MISFETs" in combination with 
"the first current input MISFET" and "the plurality of current supply sections" as recited 
in claims 9 and 33; "the second current input MISFET" and "the second current 
input terminal" in combination with "the first current input terminal" and "the first current 
input MISFET" as recited in claims 10 and 36; "the second current input MISFET", 
"the second - third current distribution MISFETs" in combination with "the first 
current input MISFET", "the plurality of current supply section", "the current output 
MISFET" and "the first current distribution MISFET" as recited in claims 12 and 39. 

The prior art references submitted by the applicant on IDS forms received on 
1 1/10/05 and 1 1/18/05 were reviewed and considered. These references appear to be 
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the best references with respect to the claimed invention and closely matched most of 
the references found during the examiner's searches. However, as noted above, the 
combination of all elements is not disclosed. Therefore, the claims are patentably 
distinct over all these prior art references of record.
